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While the story of Uncle Tom is not strictly new, 
yet it is one of those tales of human interest that you 
feel bound to boost for. The story is said to have had 
much to do with inciting the civil war. This is, no 
doubt, true, and it is certain that since the story has 
been dramatized it has provoked more than one riot. 
Cases are known where the entire cast have been 
wiped off the map. 

The production of this hot old favorite has en- 
tailed tremendous expense and continued effort. That 
the play is put on at great personal risk is well known 
to the players and promoters. 

The play has been thoroughly modernized by the 
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renowned Polish playwright, H. L. A. Culmer, im- 
ported from Tszcymanzjzcvitchsky at great expense 
for the express purpose of adapting Uncle Tom to 
the demands of present day theatre-goers. That he 
has succeeded in making it worth while we fervently 
trust, but we prefer not to commit ourselves.

ing certain changes in the play. The characters of Mr. 
and Mrs. St. Clair have been dropped. They were 
never people of great force, anyway. Chloe, Uncle 
Tom’s wife, has also been dropped. This was done 
with Uncle Tom’s consent, so the audience cannot 
justly complain. Gumption Cute, the Yankee, will not 
appear in the Culmer version. Those who are aware 
of Mr. Culmer’s aversion to Yankees will readily 
understand why he has ho Gumption. George Harris, 
husband of Eliza, is another character left out. To 
those who know Mr. Lovey, the Eliza in this produc- 
tion, no explanation will be necessary, and others need 
not care. However, it would not be amiss to say 
that bribes, threats, cajolery and brute force failed to 
induce any person to appear in public as the husband 
of the individual named. Cassie has also been omitted 
for obvious reasons. In leaving out Loker, the slave- 
driver, the revisionists won the esteem of all who are 
familiar with Salt Lake newspaper managers and edi- 
tors and their Siberian methods of dealing with re- 
porters, who, it is well known, are their superiors in 
every way. 

This much is said by way of explanation. To pre- 
vent the charge that due warning was not given a 
few further words will be added. This show is likely 
to break up at any moment. A police raid would not 
surprise any of the performers or promotes and might 
prove the best hit of the evening with the audience. 

To the suggestion that the production has suffered 
through dropping some of the characters, we enter a 
vigorous denial. Wait until you see some of those we 
have retained and you will concede that the play 
would, doubtless, have been helped if several more 


were left out. This is our idea of it. We may be 
wrong, but still we do not fear the verdict of the pub- 
lic in the case. 


The management desires to apologize for foisting 


John §S. Critchlow upon this audience in the character 
of Little Eva. In justification it may be said he was 
the only man who applied for the part, and as he was 
in some ways adapted to it he was taken on. In 
form and stature, voice and feature, he is suited to 
the character. 

Critchlow was born on a small truck ranch in a 
remote and happily forgotten corner of Ohio in 1857-— 
spring of the year. Left his native town coincident 
with the robbery of the village postoffice. Was next 
sighted in Texas, leaving Blooming Grave, that state, 
twenty seconds in advance of. the constable, beating 
that official to the Oklahoma line in a Garrison finish 
still celebrated in sporting annals of the Lone Star 
state. He left Oklahoma penniless—Oklahoma penni- 
less—and came to Utah, where he has since been 
known as Critchlow. His long life of industry and 
frugality, combined with great dexterity in dealing, 
and beginners’ luck in the draw, have made him im- 
mensely wealthy. Hy Rum Dun has conned him into 
the belief that he is pretty and knows how to act. AS 
a result Critchlow gave up $200 to get into this show, 
Dun getting a rake-off of 50 per cent.

John D. Spencer, who takes the part of Uncle Tom 
in this stupendous production, is a native of Sene- 
gambia. He was king and leading husband of his 
tribe, but was separated from his 300 wives and 2,908 
beloved children by Arab slave traders. Mr. Spencer, 
or King John as he was then known, was strolling by 
the water one summer eve composing portions of his 
since famous ‘‘Faerie Queen” when the raid occurred.* 
He easily adapted himself to his new surroundings, 
and while waiting for a buyer in the slave pens at 
Charleston perfected his Spencerian system of pen- 
ranship. He escaped from bondage in 1840, learned 
that his wives had all obtained South Dakota divorces 
and in order to avoid paying alimony fied to Utah, 
where he was found by the pioneers working his old 
graft of being king. He greeted all the pioneers with 
a hearty hand-clasp, insured all their lives and re- 
turned to the Indian village, where he remained until 
two years ago, when he bought a suit of clothes and 
moved into Salt Lake. 

*Note—If the attack of the Arabs had been post- 
poned a few years Mr. Spencer’s family would have 
been numerous enough to have revelled the raiders.

Captain I. M. Barratt was first heard of through 
his deeds of daring as a scout in company with the 
late Kit Carson and Jim Bridger.

Previous to his 
retirement from the hoating game, however, Captain 
Barratt. met and easily defeated Edward Hanlan, but 
through Captain Barratt’s largeness of heart and 
with the connivance of the Toronto newspapers the 
report of the race showed Hanlan had won by two 
miies out of three and the event is so recorded in 
aquatic history. It is no news to people familiar 
with the history of trap shooting in America and else- 
where that Captain Barratt won the championship of 
the world in Baraboo, Wis., in 1837, making a score of 
151 out of a possible 150, the odd bird being a dodo that 
happened to fly by and was killed by the same charge 
that ended the career of the 150th pigeon. This was 
the last dodo ever seen alive so far as records show. 

Captain Barratt graduated from the Hmerson 
School of Auctioneers at Boston many years ago and 
the audience has the assurance that anything Cap- 
tain Barratt may say in his character of Skeggs, the 
auctioneer, tonight, will come from one who knows 
whereort he speaks.
